RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

In response to the Restriction Requirement dated October 8, 1999, Applicants 
hereby elect to prosecute the claims of Group I, claims 1-17, which are drawn to a method of 
treating either of Chlamydia pneumoniae infection and Alzheimer's disease, for prosecution on 
the merits in this application. This election is being made without traverse. 

The Examiner has further subjected the claims of Group I to election of a single 
disclosed species of antibiotic recited in claims 1-17. The Examiner has identified the antibiotic 
species as being (a) a fluoroquinolone, (b) a sulfonamide, (c) a tetracycline, and (d) a macrolide. 
Applicants hereby elect for prosecution species (d), a macrolide antibiotic. Claims 1-17 read on 
a macrolide antibiotic. This election is being made without traverse.
